AT THE r 
EXTRA WORK. 

WasnrncrTon, D. C., March 6.—[{Special.] 
—The new Tariff law ‘will devolve upon the 
Treasury a vast amount ct work, and it is 
doubtful whether there will be force enough 
in some of the-bureaus te perform the new 
duties. This is especially true of the cus- 
toms division. The force in that division 
has never been adequate to the very intricate 

laborious details which it has to per- 
orm. Nominally, the Secretary of the 
Treasury has the final deeision in all cases 
of appeal from a customs decision, but, in 
point of fact, nearly all the work is done by 
the subordinates. Judge Folger; however, 
is, from his judicial habit and the necessity 
which he feels of ‘making a personal investi- 
gation of all important subjects, not so suc- 
cessful in using subordinates for routine 
work as most of his.predecessors, and he ex- 
pects to have much to do with the new duties 
consequent upon the passage of the act. The 
new law is so different in many respects 
from the old one that it will almost make a 
revolution in the work of the customs offi- 
cials. The glassifications are different, ine 
rates of duty are differegt, and the methods 
of imposing and calculatigg the duty in many 
instanees are different. The long series of 
customs decisions under tariff which has 
grown up during the | twenty years will, 
in many particulars, not be applicable to the 
new conditions. New decisions will have to 
be made, an almost endless number of argu- 
ments heard, and the eases will become 
precedents under the n law, and will in 
many instances involve millions of dollars. 
A notice of one appeal is paid to have already 


heben informally given, upon the decision of 


which $3,000,000 are Involved. The time left 
to prepare for this new order of things in the 
customs service is non too great. There 
remain but three months, in fact, before 
the new @ugar schedule is to go into effect. 
A prominent Treasury Official said today: 
“Secretary Folger dreaded to see any bill 


which contemplated a ision of the tariff 
mea law. He is in very poor health, 
is already with the heavy 


responsibilities of the ‘office. 1 should not 
be surprised to see his health give way en- 
tirely under the addimonal strain. It is only 
by the greatest effort of will that he is en- 
abled now to go through the daily routine of 
business, which is made as light as possible 
by his staff, and I don’t know how he will 
manage to carry another load.“ 
THE STAMPS, 

In the internal-revenue branch of the law 
the work will not be less arduous. The 
single provision which authorizes rebates in 
tobacco will impose a duty on the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue  . vastly 
beyond the ability of his force to 
perform. There are over 400,000 retail 
tobacco-dealers in this country, with all of 
whom separate accounts will have to be kept 
under the rebate section of the Tobacco law, 
and claims will come up in many instances 
daily from a large portion of these dealers 
making demands for rebate ranging from ten 
cents to hundreds of dollars. he law as 
to rebate on broken packages is likely to 
prove a very serious defect, and to not only 
impose an extraordinary amount of labor 
upon the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
but to open the door to frauds which he can 
neither prevent nor. punish. 

The rebate clause will cost the Govern- 
ment $3,000,000 or $4,000,000 on tobacco and 
cigars alone. The rebate is on whole pack- 
ages. Nothing can prevent dishonest or 
thrifty dealers of taking advantage of their 
opportunities. A torn stamp on a pack- 
age is not proof that the package 
has been broken, and there is nothing 
to prevent a dealer from filling broken 
packages with new goods and getting a re- 
bate on property that has never been taxed, 
except his own sense of honesty.”’ 


The Democrats sneer at the internal-reve- ;

No MONEY FOR THE REBATES. 

It has been discovered that the Tax and 
Tariff bill niade no appropriation to pay the 
rebaie on tobacco, which will amount to 
some $41,000,000. The question is raised 
whether this can be paid from the fund used 
to refund taxes illegally levied. The Com- 
missioner is understood to hold that it can- 
not. A test case will be made, and the to- 
bacco men will probably have to wait until 
Congress can make an appropriation before 
they get their rebates. 

COMMENT OF LEADING MEN. 

Few Congressmen linger in the city. The 
only political subject that they talk about 1s 
the new law, ana its probable effect upon 
business.

Gen. Brage said he thought that the 
effect of the law would be such as to 
make a great .hubbub in some parts 
of the country.

THE IRON KINGS MOURNFUL. ~ 

Troy, N. V., March 6.— Troy is not among 
the least of the extensive manufacturing 
centres of the country that will be affected 
by the new tariff. John E. Arts, Gene 
Manager of the Burden Iron Company, 
today: 

“It knocks off $4 or $5 a ton from" the 
priceofiron. That is not very desirable, wut 
we think it was better to take the subject 
out of politics, so that business can go on 
steadily. With that 
the reduction. We hope the question is now 
taken out of polities. It has paralyzed trade, 
and, had it hung fre. would 
have been sure destruction to business fer a 
year to come, and then another Congress 
would have taken itup.

SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


Syitvester K. Makinson, Who Murdered 
Mire. Copeland Near Hewanoe, III., 
Last August, Sentenced to Be Hanged 
May 11. 

KEWANEE, III., March 6.—[Special.}-—The 
final act in the trial of Sylvester K. Makin- 


ior Son, for the murder of Mrs. Maggie A. Cove- 


land., took place today at Cambridge, Judge 
Pleasants presiding. During last night small 
parties kept arriving in Cambridge until all 
hotel accommodations were overflowed, and 
as the morning dawned the crowd still in- 
creased until the court-house was packed. 
The presence of solarge a throng alarmed 
the officers, they fearing that it was the in- 
tention to mob tie prisoner before sen- 
tence could be pronounced; but their 
tears were allayed and the pris- 
oner brought in court. The Judge 
then, amidst a breathless silence, calmly 
reviewed the case, and ended by sentencing 
the prisoner to be hanged on the IIth day of 
May next. The justice of this sentence is 
universally conceded by the people in this 
vicinity. The murder, a full aceount of 
which was given in Tue Tumor at the 
time, vecurred in August last, and was en- 
Mrs. Copeland was alone 
in her house ona farm about three miles 
from Kewanee. Makinson was a farm-hand 
and had been well treated by the family. She 
was found mur the return 
of her husband o’clock 
in the afternoon. was 
suspicioned and arrested, and finally 
eonfessed the deed.’ No satisfactory motive 
are éver known, butit is believed that he

The Body of Alexander H. Stephens 
Lying in State-Preparations tor the 
Funeral. 

ATLANTA, March 6.— [Special.|—Today at 
10 o’clock the remains of our dead Governor 
was brought from the Mansion in a hand- 
some bronzed casket, and deposited in the 
centre of the Senate Chamber, immediately 
in front of the President’s desk.

‘following facts regarding the trial and con- 


viction of Samuel Ulman, life convict, par- 
doned yesterday by Gov. Begole) after twen- 
ty-eight years’ imprisonment, are regarded 
as conclusive evidence of his innocence, Tho 
manner in which the pardon was brought 
about is indeed peculiar. The ‘application 
was made last fall to Gov. Jerome. Thecase 
was never brought to Gov. Begole’s notice 
until a few evenmes since, when his private 
secretary, Maj. Stevenson, in looking over 
some files aceidentally ran onto the following 
detters. He read them to the Gov- 
ernor, who immediately said: “There's the 
first man to be pardoned,” and so it was 
done. The following statement made to 
Gov. Jerome by Judge John B. Shipman, 
whe took the evidence in the case, shows on 
what an extremely flimsy and incredibje 
story three men were sent to prison for life: 
At the time of Ulman’s trial I was reading law 
with Chester Gurney, and took the evidence for 
the defense. The lending facts are these: Esta- 
brook was an old bachelor in Vermont, engaged 
to be married o a Miss Woods, living about 
three or four miles from Leonidas, in St. Joseph 
County He sold his property East, got 
his money. and with it started for her 
home. He arrived at. Burr Oak, Mich., on Bat- 
urday, Nov. 12, 1853. Sunday morning, ‘the 13th, 
he started, with a team and driver, to go to Miss 
Woods’ house, taging. big Dagzace with Rear 
of one large and ove very small hand 
trunk. He arrived at Leonidas at noon, put out 
the team, and had diuuer. Hut, inten ing to go 
on after dinner to her house, he put up bere at 
a tavern kept by Haywood & Stillwell. For 
some reason never explained, he went 
no further that day, but, changing 
his mind, he sent the team back 
to Burr Oak. Observe, he was yet over three 
mites from his avowed place of destination, with 
a heavy trunk to carry, and a hand-trunk, also; 
the roads heavy from recent rains. Neither by 
evidence nor theory was this sudden s ge 
ever accountea for. Neither Uiman nor White 
was at the hotel that day, All admit the third 
confederate, Giles Ha was there at noon, 
whea Estabrook arrived, ut immediately left 
without speaking to bim, and did not return. 
No arrangemement, or ap, or connection 
whatever was claim to have existed 
betweeng the alleged wurderers and any 
one in the botel, nor does the evidence.show 
clearly that Esta brook left the house, aithough 
the proprietors testitied under very evident em- 
barrass * y rater ht be left 
the hotel just after.dusk on foot with a stranger 
who carried a carpet-dDag, and who was to show 
him the way to the eld maid Woods’. No one 
else testified to this, From this point the case 
depended almost wholly and entirely, so far as 
ident the men is concerned, upon the evi- 
dence of Giles Harding.

BRITISH TRADE IN 1882. 


Jahn Bull's Ledger Account with the 
Rest of the World for the Last 


Year, 

LONDON, Jan. 18.—The Board of Trade returns 
for 1882 are just out, and show on the wholea 
fairly good year's business, though there is deep 
disappointment at some features.of it. There 
was a healthy growth of both sites of 
the account, but it is complained that 
profits were unusually small. and, worse than 
all, in the closing months of year there was 
a great falling off in the exports, which ia 
December alone were over $10,000,000 less than 
in the corresponding month of 1881, and equai to 
a loss of 10 percent. The year began grandly, 
with an increase for January of 14% per cent 
over the same month of 1831, but month by 
month the-per cent of increase dropped away, 
and at the close of the third quarter the exports 
had got down to the figuresof the previous year, 
and in each month of the last quarter there was 
a loss as compared with the same monarhs of 
1881. The population of the country increases 
steadily, and the trade should show about the 
same rate of increase, 

The total imports of the United Kingdom for 
1882 were valued at $2,060,008,400, being an in- 
crease of about $75,000,000 over the previous 
year, or nearly 4 per cent. The total exports 
of home products were valued at $1,207,885,700, 
un increase of about $37,000,000, or over 3 per 
ceut, over 1881. imports were not all re- 
tained for home consumpon. A portion of 
these, valued at $320,135,000, merely halted in 
English ports long enough to leave a good 
profitto the Engtish shippers, and were then 
reéxported to other couNries. It is difficult to 
say how these reéxports should be treated. It 
seems to me that they should be deducted from 
the total imports, and made a separate item, not 
atfecting the balance of trade at all. The entire 
imports exceed the exports of British and Irish 
products by $852,622,700. Deducting, from this 
the reéxports we find that the United Kingdom 
received of the products of other countries for 
home consumption $523,487,700 more than it sent 
ofits own products to the restof the world. 
This may be called the real balauce of trade for 


What does this balance of trade signify? Does 
itimply gain or loss to the Britons? It may 
mean either, according to the circumstances 
under which each part of such trade was carried 
on. It an English shipper sends cutlery worth 
$10,000 to New York and purchases from the 

roceeds of that cargo American wheat worth 
$15,000. the nominal excess of imports—icss ex- 
penses—means gain to England. But if. bis 
cargo of cutlery should receive damage by 
water so that he gets for it in New York only 
$5,000 and then borrows $10,000, s as to enable 
aim to buy $15,000 worth of wheat, the 
excess of imports is the same as before, and yet 


‘have noticed that American newspapers ofteh 
an excess of exports a favorable bal- 
ance,’ whercas Enogiishn journals usually term 
an excess of imports in their own case a “fa- 
voradle baiance,.” I give this little illustration 
to show that the conditions of the trade must be 
known before we can determine vhat a balance 
on either side really means. Most Englishmen 
of figures call their huge excess of imports the

Food products form a large part of the total 
imports. Wheat in grain was imported last year 
to the oxtent of nearly 120,000,000 pushels, and 
wheat flour equivalent to 30,000,000 bushels 
more, the total being 150,187,000 bushels. This 
makes four anda quarter bushels to each per- 
son in the Kingdom. It is 14,000,000 bushels 
above the import of any previous year, and 
17,000,000 busheis above that of 1881. The value 
was $215,065,000. Of the whole import, the 
United States furnished 43,591,608) busnels: Rus- 
sia, 17,865,000 bushels; British India, 
bushels; Germany, 40,400,000 bushbeis; 

North America, 6,000,000 bushels: ustraiia, 
about 5,000,000 bushels. There has been a re- 
markabie growth in the import of wheat in re- 
cent years. From 1840-to 1860 the average year- 
ly import of wheat was 21,600,000 bushels; from 
1850 to 1860 it sprang to 38,753,000 bushels; from 
1860 to 1870 the average was 66,185,000 bushels: 
and from 1870 to 1890 the average wus 101,285,000 
bushels. The average yearly import of the last 
five years has been 131,770,000 bushels. In a few 
more years Eogian@’s robility seem likely to 
turn the greater part of the coulitry into deer- 
parks, and then the entire bread supply must 
come from abroad.

About 31,000,000 bushels of barley were im- 
ported lust year, an increase of some -12,000,000 
bushels Over 1881.

in connection with British trade. In the various 
shipyards of the kingdom 108 firms in the year 
just gone constructed 78 vessels, representing 
a total value of about $89,800,000. Their . build- 
ing cioployed about 197.00 men, and some 20,000 
men will be needed to navigate them. And yet 
it seems strange that a country which bas al- 
most notimber supply should make vessels tor 
the greater part of the civilized world. The 
Clyde shipyards took _ lead, and these alone 
launched 297 vessels last year, being an increase 
in tonnage of about 15 per cent over 1881. On 
the Tyne 1322 were launched, and on the Wear 
123, though those built on the latter represented 
the greater tonnage. The Ciyde shipyards 
never before sent out 80 vast a fleet in any one 
year. It is noticeable that nearly all the vessels 
now building are steamers. In what are calied 
the northeast rts"’ 332 vessels were built 
last year, and only eleven of these were sailin 

vessels. Steam seems fikely to throw the old, 
cheap motive power—the wind—into disuse, ex- 
cept for getting up dangerous storms, which we 
have not yet learned bow to manage. Iron and 
stee! clad vessels are aiso fast taking the place 
of those made wholly of wood. There is now 
much talk of equippmg a large fleet of steel- 
clad merchantmen, which may be turned into 


cruisers for war purposes when needed.

RUSSIA. 


Grand Preparations for the Czar’s Coro 
’ nation. ! 

Sr. Perenssuna, Feb. I7.—Among the various 
preparations for the coronation are the follow- 
ing: The Holy Synod, cot posed of three Metro- 
politans, two Archbishops, and one Chief Priest, 
will sit at Moscow until the end of June, and in 
the meantime be represented in St. Petersburg 
by a delegatuon only. On the Plain which is 
partly occupied by the buiidings of the recent 
exhibition at Moscow, eighty-five circular 
counters are being constructed for the distribu+ 
tion of 900,000 pies to the Monjiks, and sixteen 
vats, to Hold 640,000 bott les of beer, for free con- 
sumption by the people attending the open 
theatre ard other places of popular amusement 
now in course of construction. The munici- 
pality of Moscow has voted 20,000 rubles to be 
spent on preparations for the grand entry of 
the imperial family into the city, 80,000 rubies 
for illumination, and 100,000 for popular fetes. 
Enormous quantities of small presents for the 
populate have also been ordered. 

For the illumination of the Kremlin, forty 
electric globes, to give a brilliancy equal to 400 
candles each, with six versts of wire conductors, 
are being made, and electrical engineers from 
England have arrived to aid in fitting up. Very 
costiy presents, in the form of gold and silver 
groups, representing the liberation and protec- 
tion of the smaller Slavonic States by Russia,

‘have been made for the Princes of Bulgaria and 


Montenegro and the of Servia. The 
massive gold and siiver plates for the presenta- 
tion of the Slavonic bread and salt at the coro- 
nation have been made by hundreds for the 
zemstvos, municipalities, and other local bodies. 
Many of these bodigs, although over head and 
ears in debt, owing to agricultural and com- 
mercial distress, have yet voted hundreds of 
thousands of rubles in this way, to swell the 
magnificence of the approaching ceremony. 
Severai triumphal arches are to be constructed 
for the imperial eutry, ut oneof which is to be 
an orchestra of 1. musicians and 

choristers. It is proposed to ask Rubinstein to 
write a march for the occasion, and to direct 
the orchestra in person. A list of the imperial 
and royal personages to be asked to the cere- 
mony is given in one of the daily journals. it 
includes nearly all the crowned beads of Europe 
and Asia: Two high officials, it is said, will 
shortiy be dispatched, one to Europe and the 


‘other to Asia, to deliver the invitations. 


A great many rumors are in circulation here 
referring to an aliezwed reply of the Nihilists to 
the imperial manifesto of last week, and some 
foreign papers have even given its contents. In 
the circumstances, however, and considering the 
inveterate tendency bere to take it for granted 
that every imperial act must always necessarily 
evoke a counter manifestation from the revo- 
hutionists, the fact of the issue of the Nihilistic 
counter-biast alluded to is open to some 
doubt. At any rate, I ‘have not yet been 
able to meet with any one who das actually 
seen anything of the kind. “There are 
also sinister reports to the effect that the Ger- 
man police have got scent ot communications 
on the subject of the coronation from the ex- 
patriated Nibilist Hartmann, directed to Nihilist 
xccomptlices in Russia. Ali these disquieting re- 

orté may possibly be true, or they may simply 
” set on foot with a purpose; and in ab- 
sence of any press they should certainly be re- 
ceived with all reserve. The present moment is 
not one for sensational jourualists to raise the 
old bugbear of Nihilist threats without suilicient 
cause, 


Russia and the Vatican. 

St. PeTersspure, Feb. 16.—The long-pending 
arrangement between Russia and the Vatican 
has now been completed. A great many of the 
matters dealt with are mere matters of form. 
The Archiepiscopal See of Warsaw, which has 
been vacant since the rebellion, is to be filléd by 
Bishop Popil. The Archbishop of Warsaw, M. 
Felinsky, who was exited to Siberia in 1863, is 
now residing at Jaroslaw. The Russian language 
and the Kussian history and geography are to be 
taught in the Polish Catholic seminaries; but 
the question of preaching in Russian, as well as 
that of the Uniate Catholics, appears to have 
been omitted.

TARIFF REDUCTION A REPUBLICAN 
MEASURE 


The extent of the benefit the American 
people—that is, the consuming masses—shall 
derive from the new Tariff law can only be 
determined by future experience under its 
operanon. But it may be predicted with 
safety that this law provides the only relief 
from the exsortions and oppressions of the old 
war tariff that may be counted on for several 
years to come. In any case itis Almost cer- 
tain that nd further steps will be taken in the 

irection of revenue réform until another Re- 
publican Congress shall be chosen by the 
people. All the proceedings in the late 
Congress which led up to the adoption of the 
new law warrant this assumption. 

In the preparation of the Tariff act the 
Democrats offered no aid to the Republicans, 
but they sought at various stages and in 
many particulars w retard and embarrass 
the passage of all legislation on the subject. 
Many of the Democratic leaders pretended 
that their opposition to the measures pro- 
posed was based on the insufficiency of the 
contemplated reduction of the tariff taxes. 
But there are two circumstances which show 
that their pretense was utterly insincere. In 
the first place, some of the most @hiquitous 
features of the new bill, such as the reten- 
tion of the lumber-tax,. received Democratic 
support, without which they could not have 
In the next 

ace, the Democrats had it in their power to 

efeat the special rule adopted by the 
House providing for non-concurrence in 
the Senate bill and the appointment 
of a conference. Had the Democrats 
refused to acquiesce in this monstrous 
departure from all rules and practices no 
bill would have been passed. They were 
willing to fillibuster against the seating of 
the Republican negro, Lee, from South 
Carolina, in order to deprive him of his pay, 
but they would not obstruct the adoption of 
a rule which was a disgraceful repudiation 
of all parliamentary law. This fact fur- 
nishes complete evidence that the Demo- 
crats were not set upon defeating the Tariff 
act because it was inadequate to the public 
demand for tagreducifon; on the contrary, 
there is abundant testimony that any num- 


forthcoming in both the Senate and the 
House which nad been found necessary to 
secure the passage of the law. The reason 
fur all this was that the Democrats feared 
the duty of revising the tariff would fall to 
them in the new Congress, and they did not 
dare to assume the responsibility. 

These conditions certaihly imply that the 
Democrats will avoid tariff legislation next 
winter. They will bluster about it, and may 
introduce a bill in the House, but they will 
do nothing towards passing it. Their party 
platforms will coptain the usual platitudes 
about revenue reform, but no action will Be 
taken. The Democrats have a majority of 
seventy votes in the new House of Repre- 
sentatives ; they may be sure of the codpera- 
tion of Van Wyck, Ingalls, and probably two 
or three other Republicans in the Senate in 
any reasonable measure looking to a further 
reduction of the unreformed portions of the 
tariff; and they may be assured of the Presi- 
dent’s approval of any proper legislation, as 
the law just passed does not go as far as he 
was willing to go. There is no doubt that 


forward the work of tariff-reduction if they 
shall be se disposed; but they will not vent- 
ure to pass any billin the House. The first 
session of the new Congress will begin next 
December, and will probably last up to the 
time for holding the conventions for the nom- 
iniation of Presidential candidates. The Dem- 
ocrats will not dare to pass any additional 
tariff legislation in the face of a Presidential 
campaign. They will evade the whole ques- 
tion practically; but in the meantime they 
will have elected an apostle of protection 
(Randall) as Speaker and will otherwise 
have exposed their subserviency to Pennsy!- 
vania protection influences. 

It will be to the practical advantage of tne 
2 party that the people shall be un- 

der obligation tp it for the only measure of 
tart geform which has been vouchsafed 
them for all these years; and the more or less 
gratitude of the public will be supplemented 
by the conviction that no further relief will 
be provided until the control of Con gress 
shall be restored to the Republicans.

The difference between this sum 
aud that produced by the $108 license would 
be far more than ean be got from the new 
licenses imposed by the grogshop Aldermen 
on the druggists, lumbermen, money-bdrok- 
ers, Board of Trade men, restaurants, bill- 
posters, and tug-boats. The extra amount 
could easily have been paid by the drunk- 
ard-factories, whose business is three- 
fourths clear profit. | 

The choice was presented to the grogshop 
Aldermen of taxing the saloons to pay this 
amount or the aruggists, Board of Trade, 
lumbermen, and other interests of the city. 
Twenty of them at the dictation of the Sa- 
loons, in revenge for the $108 license, have 
levied the extra $300,000 needed for the actual 
wants of the city by placing it upon drug- 
gists, lumber-yards, commission merchants, 
restaurants, bill-posters, tag-boats, and tan- 
neries. They have said the business inter- 
ests of the city which give employment to 
many thousands of laborers, which are neces- 
sary to the very existence of trade, and 
which minister to the prosperity of the city, 
shall pay the extra amount, and not the 
liquor-shops which strip laborers of twelve 
millions a year of their wages, beggar their 
families, ahd minister to our jails, bride- 
wells, and poor-houses. 

The Aldermen, with Carter Harrison at 
their head, who look to the saloons. to re- 
turn them to their places are Appleton, 
Sheridan, Riordan, Purcell, Peevey, Nelson, 
Meier, Barrett, and Hirsch. They expect to 
be renominated and reélected this spring by 
the saloons and the bummers, loafers, and 
hoodiums who congregate in them, and 
whose interests thev have served at the ex- 
pensé of honest and nn business- 
men.

THE REPEAL OF BANK TAXES. 

The repeal of the internal-revenue taxes 
on bank capital, deposits, and checks is a 
tardy acceptance by Congress of the recom- 
mendations which have been urged for many 
years by Controller Knox. During the ses- 
sion before the last a bill repealing these 
taxes passed the House by a vote of 127 to 79, 
and, the debate showed, would have passed 
the Senate had it come to a vote. 

Controller Knox’s reasons for advocating 
the abolition of these taxes were that they 
were war taxes, which were now not needed, 
as the Government revenues yielded a large 
surplus, and that they were burdens on the 
movement of business felt at its mest delicate 
point. 

The National-banking system has cost the 
Government about $5,500,000 since its founda- 
tion, and has paid it in twenty years revenue 
to the amount of over $120,000, 

It is not the National banks aione, but all 
banks and bankers, that are relieved by the 
passage of the Internal-Revenue act. ‘The 
total banking capitalin the country, accord- 
ing to the Controller's last report, was $712,- 
100,000. The total of deposits was $2,850,400,- 
000. The capital of the National banks was 
$477,200,000, and their deposits $1,131,700,000, 
The bank taxes paid on capital last year to 
the United States Treasury were $8,902,522. 
The total receipts from the taxation of both 
deposits and capital were $11,208,875, and the 
stamp tax yidlded about $2,500,000 more. 

The new system will give us better bank- 
ing in several respects. (1) When deposits 
on hand were taxable it was a constant 
temptation to bankers to put out their de- 
posits even at some little risk. The tax no 
longer having to be considered, bankers will 
keep more of their deposits on hand, and 
steer farther away from the danger line. 
(2) As the banks are saved the millions they 
now pay in taxes, they will have to yield 
something to the pressure of borrowers for 
better rates. Interest will go down. (8) As 


capital in banking is not now taxable, more 


money will go into banking. We will have 
more banks and more banking capital. The 
tax on capital repressed the development of 
banking. (4) The banks will be able to 
allow a little more interest on balances, and 
this will increase the facilities of the great 
centres like Chicago and New York, 
— 
EXIT KEIFER. 

There has never been a more inglorious 
Congressional career than thatof Keifer, late 
Speaker of the late Congress. Many men in 
public life have done more mischief, it is 
true; but in such cases certain brilliant 
qualities have made their personal reputa- 
tions more enviable than Keifer’s. Thereare 
few men who would not rather figure in his- 
tory as Aaron Burr than as J. Warren 
Keifer. The latter is so insignificant a per- 
sonage that he would be beneath notice if the 
quasi-greatness thrust upon him had not 
been a disgrace to his party and an irritation 
to the country. In this respect he resembles 
Hubbell, of official blackmail notoriety. 
Hubbellism anti Keiferism are terms which 
have already lost their significance in ‘polit- 
ical literature, but for a short time they were 
so full of meaning that they were more elf 
cient than any other agency in bringing about 
the defeat of a great party during an im- 
portant campaign. Neither Keifer nor Hub- 
bell will be remembered long. but in their 
brief day they inspired a degree of popular 
contempt rarely achieved by men of such 
mediocre ability. 

Keifer was about the. last man in Congress 
to have been selected Speaker on his merits. 
When Garfield was elected President, Keifer 
we seized with a certain dull ambition to as- 
sume the Republican leadership in the 
liouse. The short session of Congress inter- 
vening between Garfield’s election and inau- 
guration served to reveal the impertinence of 
Keifer’s pretensions. He developed a capacity 
for blundering which was simply astounding. 
He never opened hig mouth without putting 
his foot in it, and the dimensions of both 
these organs made the feat rather remark- 
able as a gymnastic performance. He was a 
finished dunderhead. When this sort of fel- 
low announced himself as a candidate for 
Speaker, a broad grin spread over the entire 

expanse of the American Continent. The 
. refused to take a serious view of the 
threatened infliction. Yet Keifer was elected. 
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Committee. He placed the notorious Robe- 
son in a position to revive the old scandalous 
navy jobs, which had been repudiated and 


‘rebuked by the people. He ignored seniority | 


and fitness alike in the seleetion of the com- 

mittees, and insulted pointedly some of the 
best men in Congress. It was evident from 
the very first day he took his seat that his 
preferment had been purchased at the price 
of his own independence and the public wel- 
fare. 

Itds fortunate for the country that Keifer’s 
intelligence proved to be of even a. lower 
arade than his political honor. He was 
willing te serve his masters at every point, 
but he was unequal intellectually to the satis- 
factory performance of his contract. His 
faculty for blundering was the only quality 
ot genius he possessed. Ile could not de- 
liver himself of a clear sentence in formu- 
lating some of the remarkable decisions he 
was instructed to make. Turmoil and con- 
fusion reveled in the receptacle usually occu- 
pied by brains. As @ presiding officer he was 
a curious mixture of the country pedagog, 
the police-court Dogberry, and the Chairman 
of an Irish ward meeting. His career would 
have been entirely ridiculous if it had not 
imposed such villainous impediments to Na- 
tional legisiation and such barefaced out- 
rages upon individual legislators. He goes 


out with the malodorous flicker of a tallow 


dip. 

Hubbell’s disgusted constituents refused 
him even the vindication of a renomination; 
Keifer was re€iected by a paltry majority of 
a hundred or so in a district which is Repub- 
lican by several thousand votes. But one is 
not more politically moribund than the 
other, and the enly regret is that cremation 
has not yet become the fashion.

JUDGE DAVID DAVIS. 

In vacating the position of Acting Vice- 
President of the United States by his retire- 
ment from the Senate, Judge David Davis 
probably terminates a public career which 
has been full of hopor to himself, his State, 
and the vountry. He abandoned a long and 
useful judicial service, in which he had 
earned immunity from further duty, in order 
to accept a political trust which was tend- 
ered him without solicitation on his part as 
a compromise candidate who would best sat- 
isfy contesting parties in the Illinois Legis 
lature, neither of which was able to elect a 
strict party candidate. During the six years 
he has held this trust he has administered it 
with impartiality and dignity. At no time 
has he entered into any combination with 
either political party in Congress, and he 
made his independence at once respectable 
and useful by the calm, judicial, modest, and 
honorable steadfastness with which he ad- 
hered to the conditions of his election and 
the natural bent of hisown mind, At times 
he was beset with inducements to party 
alliance which would have tempted sorely a 
man of less mental and moral equipoise. He 
never evinced the slightest disposition to 
swerve from the line of duty which he had 
laid out for himself. He voted now with the 
Democrats and now with the Republicans, as 
his judgment prompted. But there was one 
point upon which he always insisted—yiz.: 
proper respect for the Government and out- 
spoken rebuke to every exhibition of old 
sectional hatred. It was his abhorrence of 
treason and the frequent outcroppings of 
secession heresies on the Democratic side of 
the Senate which impelled him to act with 
the Republicans more frequently than with 
the Democrats du ring the latter years of his 
service. At the same time his bearing and 
his votes were always so fair and so manly 
that he won the respect and affection of both 
parties in — without a single indi- 
vidual exception. 

The attitude Judge Davis occupied in the 
Senate rescued that body from serious ob- 
struction, and saved the country from even 
more serious agitation when, after Garfield’s 
death and Arthur’s elevation, it became nec- 
essary to lodge the Presidential succession in 
a new man. The two parties were then 


evenly divided in the Senate, and partisan 
reed aimed at the possession and control of 


the Vice-Presidency. The presence and 
availability of David Davis offered an ob- 
vious solution of the threatened déhdlock, 
and the Republicans, with their usual supe- 
riority over the Democrats in intelligence 
and alertness, named him as the.fittest per- 
gon to repress the contention of factions. 
Judge Davis occupied the place of presiding 
Officer with a proper sense of the rights of 
the Republicans to the Presidential succes- 
sion which had been vested in their party 
by vote ot the people, and his selection allayed 
all popular apprehension as to injustice in 
ease of President Arthur’s death. He was 
the right man in the fight piace at the 
right time. Had it not been for his presence 
in the Senate, it is not unlikely that party 
feeling, running high as it did, and the equal 
prowess of the two parties in the Senate 
would have led to a long and bitter struggle 
for the ascendency, and such aconflict might 
have extended to the verge of anarchy. 
During all his term as Senator, Judge 
Davis maintained the dignity of his position 
and set a handsome example to his colleagues 
by holding aloof from the scramble for 
patronage. He had no axes to grind, no 
friends to support at the public expense, and 
no political ends to work out by the manipu- 
lation of the Government offices. He refused 
to actas an agent for spoils-seeking politi- 
clans. He preserved his self-respect in this 


way, and thereby earned the respect and con- | 


fidence of, the country. The success of his 
eareer is the more brilliant by contrast with 
the ignoble record of the Chairman of the 
second House in Congress, who vacates his 
Place at the same time. In looking on one 
picture and then the other, Davis is tu Keifer 
as Hyperion to a satyr.”

“THE WEALTHY CRIMINAL CLASS.” 

It was a startling proposition—that of Mr. 
Roosevelt in the New York Assembly—that in 
this boasted land of freedom and equal 
rights there is a wealthy criminal class.“ 
He rose to support the veto of the bill for re- 
ducing fares on the elevated railways of 
New York City, for which he had lately 
voted; and in an agony of regret at being 
placed in a position of seeming sympathy 
with the monopoly side of the question he 
denounced the managers of the elevated 
roads as common thieves,” as “infernal 
thieves and conscienceless swindlers,”’ and 
finally as constituting part ot that most 
dangerous of all dangerous orders, the 
wealthy criminal class.“ 

lt is peculiarly appropriate that this char- 
acterization should have been made in a 
gilded hall of the gilded Capitol of the Em- 
pire State—that vast edifice on which mill- 


fons of dollars hate been sqtandered, that 


edifice whose secluded passages and retired 
nooks have echoed a thousand times the 
muffled tones of the briber’s siren tongue. 
Mr. Roosevelt must have had visions of hosts 
of iniquitous schemes which in the last 
half-century thave been bought and lied 
through the Assembly of the Empire State; 
and as these visions floated before his mipd’s 
eye his wrath increased, and his indignation 
reached a climax in the words above quoted. 
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railway monopoly; and of others of like ilk. 

These mammoth corporations are all of the 
same broed. ‘They were hatwhea in the lob- 
bies of Congress and of the 
ous States; and from their birth til] the 
ent day there has never been a time w 
they were not seeking to secure or to prevent 
legislation. Tue ‘Trinun» has shown their 
history to the country in all its revolting de- 
tails—how they have crushéa or absorbed 

rivals, how they have procured enactments 
of Congress and of State Assemblies, how 
they have seduced cotrts and obtained in- 
junctions and decrees. 

Mr. Roosevelt is quite brutalin his denunci- 
ation of the managers of these corporations. 
He calls them “common thieves,” “infernal 
thieves and conscienceless swindlers,” and 
gives them the generic title of the wealthy 
criminal lass.“ 

We do not propose to gliscuss the question 
whether such a class as Mr. Roosevelt de- 
seribes as the wealthy criminal e- 
ists in this country. For the @ of the 
argument let it be admitted to be true 
that there is such a class. What shall be 
said of the community which has per- 
mitted such a elass to develop into vast 
proportions and to take the t social, 
commercial, and governmental positions ? 
If these monopolies fed fon legislation pro- 
cured by bribery, somebody had to be 
brived. Wherever there was an agent of 
a monopoly offering successfully to bribe, 
there were representatives of the people 
ready to accept the corruption money and 
betray their constituents, Wherever there 
was a corrupt decree purchased with favor 
or money, there was a corrupt Judge chosen 
from the body of the people. Monopolists 
would have labored in vain to secure special 
privileges from Congressional and legislative 
bodies and improper deerees from courts 
if Congressmen, and legislators, and Judges 
had not been ready and willing to perjure 
themselves and betray the people. 

This is merely a répetition of the story of 
the world’s history. “Betrayed by their 
rulers” is written over the ruins of every 
nation of antiquity. But in analyzing the 
history of dead nations the intelligent stu- 
dent too often finds the rulers quite worthy 
of the people they betrayed. Mr. Carlyle and 
Mr. Emerson have propounded. the theory 
that great men shape the destinies of peo- 
ples; but there is an opposing theory that 


- great men are the logical product of the civ- 


lization in which they flourish. If this latter 
theory be the true one, Governments have 
perished by the people's faults, the people's 
rulers merely representing the people’s vices. 
If this theory be true, “the wealthy criminai 
class in this country is a logical outgrowth 
of the viees of the American people. , 

Mr. Roosevelt would do well to inquire 
whether the injunction of the Yankee to his 
son—* Get money, honestly if you can, but 
get money — does not express the ruling 
spirit of the American people to a degree 
that renders honest government under pres- 
ent conditions impossible.

AN IMPORTANT MUSICAL EVENT IN PARTS. 
' Panis, March 6.—[{Special Cable. —“ Hen- 
ry Eighth,” a new opera in four aets, libret- 
to by Leonce Detroyat and Arma Silves- 
tre, music by Camille Saint Saens, was pro- 
duced last night at the Grand Opera before 
an audience composed of all the fashiona- 
bie, political, and artistic celebrities of the 
French Capital. It is evident, however, that 
even an audience such as this, for the most 
part mundane and frivolous, such as is al- 
ways assembled at the premieres of the 
opera, could not, on a first hearing, form 
a correct judgment of a partition

occasion the impression was generally favor- 
able. Everything was not pleasing in the 
partition of M. Saint Saens, full as it is of 
obscurities and unnecessaril¥-prolonged 
effects. ‘The opera contains several pages of 
unguestionable merit, which will perhaps 
succeed in imposing the acceptance of the 
entire work. The two great successes of the 
evening were the duo of the King and Annie

STRONG AS A GIANT. 


Some of the BMemarkable Feats of 
Strength of Stearm Carpenter. 

[Troy Times.}—I propose to give a short 
sketch of the life of a man who was little 
knewn ouside of the Village of Granville 
@orners, in Washington County, where he 
was born and spent the most ofa long lite. 
It is known of bim, and ean be proved, that 
he has performed feats of strength unsur- 
passed by any man that has lived in ancient 
or modern times, excepting, of course, 
the Biblical Samson. His nameis or was 
Stearn Carpenter; his eceupation was that of 
a farmer, Being naturally of a very quiet, 
peaceable disposition, and amember of the 
Seciety of Friends, he never did anything 
for display to attract attention, but the feats 
of strength that he performed were done 
more to satisfy himself and to see how much 
he could lift than for anything else. All of 
his lifting was done by main strength, with- 
out harness of any kind. 

One of his greatest feats was lifting a box 
filled with iron which weighed 1,900 pounds, 
which is equal to lifting 3,800 pounds in a 
harness. He lifted it with ease with his 
hands by grasping a rope or chain which was 
bound around @ box to secure it. He did 
not know the weight of the box of iron 
at the time, and was afterward heard to 
say that had he known it weighed so 
near a ton he would have put on 
the other 100 pounds and lifted the 
whole. At another time he lifted a cannon 
that weigned 1,400 pounds and shouldened it. 
At Comsteck’s Landing, on the Champlain 
Canai, near Whitehall, one day, while wait- 
ing fora load of merehandise, he lifted a 
barrel of white lead with ease. His neigi- 


bors, when killing hogs, if Stearn happened 


to be around would ask him to guess the 
weighs of a hog just killed. It it happened 
to a big one, weighing 400 or 500 
unds, he would stoop down and twist 
118 fingers info the bristles, and in that way

One 
day in haying-time he was going from 
the field with his_men to. the house for 
dinner. They were walking along the road 
together when one of his men, for mischief, 
came up behind him and, by auen trip, 
threw Carpenter down. gathered him- 
self up and said nothing about it. He walked 
to the house, and, after “dinner, when re- 
turning to the field with his men, they came 
aleng to the place where the man gave him 
the fall. He. suddenly turned upon 
man, him by 
the shoulders — seat of 
trousers, lifted him and huried him hi 
the air above him and over a seven-rail fence, 
by the side of which they 3 be 
walking. The man came down in the 
meadow a rod or more from the 
fence, considerably shakeh up, but not 
madly u Mr. Carpenter was not 
a gigantic man in size. He was about 
six feet tall, and appeared much less than 
that, owing to his massive build, There was 
no supertiuous h upon him, but the 
muscles of his arms, shoulders, and neck 
seemed to gf a upon him, so great was 
their size. This gave bim a steoping appear- 
ance. In a erowd a casual observer would 
not be likely to pick him out for one of the 
strongest men ever liy Mr. Carpen- 
ter is living at the present time at Granville 
Corners, Was ton County, N. F., his old 
home, or was living the last I heard of bim.

THE JOHNS MURDER.

The Testimony Dragging Its Slow 
Length Along. 

The trial of Eugene Dougherty for the mur- 
der of Nicholas Jobus was resumed before Judge 
Williamson yesterday morning. The stairs lead- 
ing to the court-room and the room itself were 
crowded, so that it was difficult to get in or out. 
Officers were finally obliged to clear the stairs 
of the mob that sought to gain admittance. 

The first witness examined was Mrs. Margaret 
Muliett, who was originally a witness for the 
defense, and was recalled by State’s- Attorney 
Milis. She was questioned as to where she lived 
at various times during her residence in this 
city, and was generally unable to tix the dates. 
Mre. Mullett was evidentiy ill at ease, and fingl- 
ly broke into tears, when the State's Attorney 
said he would foregw further questioning on 
these points. The witness denied having told 
any one that it was a man witnouta hat that 
flourished the revolver as he passed her house. 

Otlicer McGovern testified to Having a conver- 
sation with a woman in Mrs. Mullett's house who 
said it was a man witha two- weeks“ beard and 
bat less that carried the revolver. The witness 
said the woman who told him this was Mrs. 
Muliett. 

On the cross-examination by Mr. O’Brien the 
witness said be would not swear positively that 
it was Mrs. Mullett whom he talked to. 

The State's- Attorney said he would offer in 
evidence the record of. Dougherty’s conviction 
twice in Cook County for burglary and once for 
larceny. The record of the first was excluded 
and the second admitted. Objections to the rec- 
ord were made by Mr. O’Brien, but overruled 
by the Judge. 

At 1 o'clock the court adjourned until half- 
past 2 to aliow of witnesses being present from 
out of town.

Wallace denfed that 
any one answering the description of the men 
the officers were looking for had been in the sa- 
loon that morning. The witness also saw Frank 
Burry on the street and questioned him as to 
whom de bad seen in the saloon. Barry denied 
having been in the Saloon. but afterwards ad- 
mitted it, and then toid the officer be saw Kow- 
ley there. Therawere others with Kowley, but 
Harry said he did not know their numes. Barry 
waa drunk at the time the officer saw bim. 

The Stute’s-Attorney then asked that the 
court instruct the jury to withdraw, as he hada 
communication to make which it was not proper 
to discuss in cheir presence. After the jury 
withdrew Mr. Mills sajd three or four more wit- 
nesses were ex pected during the afternoon, but 
they would not arrive untii after the hour tor 
adjournment. Two of these were from Grand 
Rapids, Mich., and two from Whiteside County. 
These witnesses were of the utmost importance 
for the State, as their testimony would go far 
towards impeaching the character of some of 
the witnesses for the defense,

The Ordinance Requiring Them to 
Make Daily Reports Upset by Justice 
Wallace. 

Justice Wallace gave a decision yesterday 
afternoon which will cause the omnipresent 
Chicago pawnbroker to laugh with giea. The 
decision was in the case of the city against 
David Landers, who has a place at No. 120 Ran- 
dolph street. About two weeks ago Detective 
Thorpe brought Mr. Landers before Justice 
Wallace to answer to the charge of violating the 
following section of the municipal code: 

It shall be the duty of every licensed person 
aforesaid to make out and deliver to the Super- 
intendent of Police every day before the hour of 
12 a. m. a legible and correct copy from the book 
required in Sec. 1,708 bereof of all personal 

roperty and other valuable things received on 

eposit or purchase during the preceding day, 
together with the time, meaning the hour when 
received or purchased, and a description of the 
rson or persons by whom left in pledge or 
rom whom the same were purchased.“ 

Most of the pawubrokers had upto this time 
complied with the provisions of the ordinance, 
although occasionally ove of the craft would be 
fined for neglecting to make reports. Mr. 
Landers determined to make a fight in the 
matter, however, and his case was prosecuted as 
a test of the validity of the ordinance. The de- 
fendant’s attorney, Mr. Monroe, argued that the 
ordinance was unfair and oppressive in that 
it invaded the private business of a citizen. in 
support of this view be cited the case of the 
City of Ciinton vs. Phillips in the Fifty-eighth 
illinois.

Whet Jake Thompsom Says ot the Or-.

Col. F. A. Burr, of the P’biladeipbia Press, has 
recently bad an interview, at Memphis, with 
Jacob Thompson, President Buchanun's Secre- 
tary of the Interior, and subsequentiy Confed- 


erate Ageut in Canada, on subjects connected 


with Secession and the Rebellion. Following is 
an extract from Col. Burr's report of the con- 
versation: 

Early in 1864 Mr. Thompson was calied by Mr.

His powers 
were almost unlimited, and he undertook to do 
anything that wasin accordance with the laws 
of war that bis judgment dictated. |

Judge Hinds, of the Supreme Court 
of Appeals of Kentucky. and Col. Castieman, of 
Louisville, were my principal representatives at 
Chicago. I furnished the money, and it was dis- 
tributed to the Sonsof Liberty. took it 
and went to Chicago, but, when there, could not 
be got up to the point of making the assault. 1 
was very much disappointed, tur some of the 
best men in the Northwest stood sponsor for 
oe earnestness and reliability of the organiza-

NEEDED RELIEF. 

Mr. Gregg, of Saline, subsequently introduced 
a bill to 12 han oe $50,000 for the relief of the 
suffering inhabitants of Snawrftetown and Galla- 
tin County. It was referred to the Committee 
on Judiciary. 

The remainder of the session was almost en- 
tirely taken up with House bills on second read- 
ing. 's elaborate scheme for enabling 
cities to build levees was sent to third r ing 
without debate. The bill enabling Eigin and 
Aurora and other cities now saddied with them 
to abolish city courts survived a motion to 
strike out the enacting clause and was similarly 
advanced. ' 

Mr.Cronkrite’s bill, authorizing County Boards 
to appoint County Treasurers to all out vacan- 
cies caused by death, the appointees to serve un- 
til the special! election can be bad, was taken up 
and passed. Mr. Herrington, who bas berctofore 
steadily voted with the low-license men, raised 
a laugh by introducing some high-license peti- 
ti from bis Kane-County constituents. 

Mr. Littler, who was evidently not anxious to 

rovoke a circus on bis Supreme Court Consoli- 

ation bill. referred to the recent criticisms on 
its reference to the Judiciary Committee, and 
stated that, in order to be perfectly fair, he was 
willing to recall it from second reading and refer 
itto the Committee on Judicial Department.

POWER OF THE POLICE, 

The event of the day was the racket over the 
bill prepared by City-A ttorney Grinnell, of Cbi- 
cago, empowering policemen to serve criminai 
warrants. The nominal author of the bill, Sner- 
idan, of Cook, ignorantly succeeded in amend- 
ing it so as ta knock out all about criminal war- 
rants and the clause clothing policemen with 
the common law and statutery power of Con- 
stables. Although the bill was now as good as 
dead, Purnell, of Adams, endesa vored to com- 
plete the work of destruction by an amendment 
eliminating policemen and watchmen from its 
provisions. 

Purnell is a Quincy Police-Court lawyer, bas 
been brought into more or less intimate social 
and other relations on recent visits to — 
with Mike McDonald and the gang, and inten 
as soon as the session is over to move to Chicago 
and enter the office of Mike's legal counsolor. In 
his attack on the bill Purovell had the moral in- 
tluence of Joe Mackin, who sat near dim and 
emiled approvingly on bis efforts. The burden 
of bis remarks was that policemen, as a rule, 
were wholly bad; that they carried big clubs 
and bulidezed innocent citizens; and that it was 
all wrong to enlarge their powers. 

Mr. Kimbrough ably defended the original 
bill, showed the nugatory effect of the amend- 
ments, and flaally succeeded in restoring the 
measure to its former shape, downing Purnell's 
scheme to kill it entireiy. The friends of the 
bill then turned jin A struck out the clause 
empowering policemen to serve executions. 
the move they used up the common objection to 
the bill—nameiy; that if policemen served exe- 
cuWions end obtained ey or property thereon 
they should be required fo furnish bonds after 
the manner of Constables. 

THE CRIMINAL’S FRIEND. 

Notwithstanding all this, Purnell tried to 
graft on an amendment requiring them to fur- 
soy bonds in sums au the way from $2,000 to 


Mr. Lawrence protested against this trifime 
with the House, and Purnell of another 
section of demarogic swash in defense n 
proposition to require such bonds from people 
whose pay is notoriously smalt and whose ability 
to obtain sureties is indeed limited. The House 
finally sat down upon Mr. McDonald's friend by 
the crushing vote of 73 to 21. The bill was then 
amended by limiting the word “watchmen” to 
those appointed bya city, in contradistinction 
to private watchmen, and in its amended shape 
was sent to a third reading. 

Should it become alaw, as it probably will, 
policemen will have a power which under t 
present law Judge Rogers some time ago deni 
them—namely: the right to go into gambiing 
houses to serve criminal warrants, 

The special committee which recently visited 
Shawneetown got in its report, which was re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee, and the 
Rouse adjourned for the day. The committee's 
report briefiy described the extent and character 
of the suffering. put the property losses at 

200,000, and recommended the appropriation of 

100,000 for Shawneetown, $5,000 for Rose Claire.

An Extensive Shipbuilding Estab. 
lishment at Baltimote Closed— 
Brown, Bonnell & Co,— 
Labor Troubles. 


Baltimore, Md., March 6.~ {Special 
The extensive iron-works and shipbuilding 
establishment of Malster & Reany, in this 
city, was closed today. ‘The workmen, 300 in 
number, were summoned from the shops and 
vessels where they working, their time tak- 
en, and work suspended. . The firm rented 


the immense dry-dock here and carried on a 


large business. They contracted a number 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company’s el- 
evators, built Henri Say’s yacht, the Bre- 
tagne, constructed a number of tron bridges, 
and did considerable Government re- 
pair work. The business was estab- 
lished in 1871 by Willlam T. Mal- 
ster, and in 1879 William . Reany, 
of Philadelphia, united with him in partner- 
ship. The announcement of the clo of 
the works today. created a stir in business 
cireles. The large number of workmen em- 
ployed by them and their necessary dischar 
causes uneasiness in many families. While 
itis thought by many that the suspension 
will only be temporary, there are other rea- 
sons which lead to the belief that work will 
not be resumed for some time. The heavy 
rent paid for the works, Which 1s, said to 
exceed $25,000 a year, is hard- 
ly justified by the amount of business 

one, for, during the last year, the shipping 
business of Baltimore has not been of a very 
encouraging character.

BURLINGTON HALL. 


THE RIGHT OF A NATIONAL BANK TO OWN 
REAL ESTATE. 

A correspondent bas written a letter to THE 
Taripune referring to the sale of the Burlington 
Hall property last week to the Union National 
Bank, and says that NatiOnal banks are prohib- 
ited from purchasing or loaning money upon 
real estate, and if any should come into their 
hands it must be sold within five years of the 
date upon which it is obtained; also, that the 
property occupied by the First Nationai Bank is 
owned by a stuck company, in whieh the bank 
is a large stockholder, as is also the Merchants’ 
National Bank. 

So far as the First National Bank is concerned, 
it leases its banking-oflice trom the Na- 
tional Safe Deposit 88 which bas a 
paid in capital of $500,000. This organization is 


a corporation under the State laws, and it 


would appear in nowise conflicts with the Na- 
tional Banking act. A part of the stock is held 
by the First National Bank as an investment. 
The National Banking law allows a bank to own 
the mca on A real estate wherein to do its 
banking business. A180, it is allowed to take 
such real estate as is mortgaged to it as security 
for debt previously contracted. It is allowed to 
acquire such real estate as may be conveyed to 
it in satisfaction of debts previously contracted. 
It is allowed to make such purchases, also, un- 
der deorees, .judgments, or mortgages which 
may ,be beld by such associations, but 
it cannot hold real estate so acquired 
longer than five years. National banks do, not 
loau money on real 892 are they allowed 
to do so, but they can e mortgages as col- 
laterals for ip P gue Soy: — go 
are forecl is compelied to 
acquire the real — * to save itself. First 
National Bank thus once acquired the Murling- 
ton Hall property, and it came iuto the hands of 
the Union National Bank through a similar 
transaction.

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was fairly active yes- 
terday. The currency oraers for the country 
were he@vy, and the local demand for loans con- 
tinues good, interest values being firm at 7 per 
cent for fine paver and 6 per cent for cash col- 
lateralis. ‘These are also the street rates. The 
supply of funds is reported liberal, but the mar- 
ket is Working close in sympathy with New 
York, and merchants are wanting money with 
which to make settiements on the Ist of April. 

The aggregate of clearings by the Chicago 
banks yesterday wus $7,800,000, being $1,500,000 
loss than the total for Monday, 

The inte: nal- revenue receipts yesterday were 
$22,345, spirits paying $16,443, cigars and tobacco 
$5,523, and beer $282. 

Eastern exchange was quoted weak at 800 dis- 
count. Money is ordered this way from New 
York rather freely. The shipments are prin- 
cipally gold. The New Yurk market was strong 
yesterday, closing with money at 15 per cent. 

About £200,000 gold left England for America 
yesterday, and more is to follow this week. 

Foreign exchange was dull at former rates. 
Posted rates on sterling were 482@4181, with 
act@al transactions at 4614%@is4. English docu- 
mentary was quoted at 478% @479; French do at 
526%; and German do at 93%. 

It is now understood that the law repealing 
the tax on bank capital and deposits takes et- 
fect at once. 

The Chicago stock brokers complain that the 
enforcement of Mayor Harrison's instrucuons 
to cut the telegraph wires in the city is costing 
them thousands of dollars daily. They threaten 
to bring suits if interference with their private 
wires is not stopped. 

The New York stock market was generally 
weak yesterday, and averaged a substaatiu! de- 
cline. There vas a little rally about the middle 
of the day, but the advance was soon lost. St. 
Paul and Union Pacitic were said to be beared, 
which probably meant that holders were 
anxious te sell )é@fore the market 
should go lower, even the report 
of the Government Directors failing to keep up 
Strength in the latter. There were indetinit 
rumors of another failure impending, which 
served to diminish confidence. Possibiy it was 
that rumor, telegraphed to Chicago, which was 
circulated on Change here, but supposed to 
refer to some one in Chicago. The generat mar- 
ket was depressed at last by the stringency of 
the New York money market. 

Bear rumors were in circulation yesterday in 
reference to an alleged default in the subscrip- 
tion the Reading consolidated trust loan. 
It is explained to be only a clerical mistake, 
which is easily rectified. 

Pullman sold yesterday in New York at 120%. 

The earnings of the Southwestern system for 
the fourth week in February show an increase 
of $144,000. Louisville earnings for the same 
time increased $40,000, and the Illinois system, 
inciuding lowa lines and the Southern Division, 
increased $12,000. Northern Pacific for same 
time shows an increase of $37,000, with a mileage 
increase of 568 miles. 

St. Paul officials say that the increase in pre- 
ferred stock in 1882 was about $2,000,000, instead 
of $7,500,000. That the increase is due to new 
roads bullt, and that the floating debt, consider- 
ing cash in hand, has actually de- 
creased about $500,000. It is also said that the 


$1,600,000 of land-grant bonds were issued on the : 


recommendation of some of the lead ing Direct- 
ors, wno thought it betterto hold the land for 
higher prices u the fall. The bonds provide 
that the land may be sold at any time and the 
bonds retired. The Directors and principai 
stockholders are said to dave subscribed the 
whole amount. 

It is reported that tne Texas Pacific has a bid 
for 3,000,000 acres of its lands at $2.50 per acre, 

It is understood that the Chicago & North- 
western will neither declare an €xtra dividend 
at present nor sell as a bonus $10,000,000 of the 
common to stockholders at par. Owing to the 
severe winter the operating expenses have been 
unusually heavy. 

The Pennsylvania Central's net earnings were 
increased only $211,837 or about three-fourths 
of 1 per cent in 1882. The company's venture in 
the European carrying trade continues un- 
profitable, and the iease of tho united rail- 
roads of New Jersey is still burdensome. 

The anthracite coal companies have decided 
to postpone the fixing of opening prices for the 
coming season till April 1. The figures con- 
templated are said to be $3.80, $3.90, and $4.35. 
The companies are expected to fx prices as 
high as they can to make their long contracts 
remunerative. For this reason the production 
will probabiy be restricted the rest of the 
month, making üfteen idie days. A revival of 
business is expected by some now that Congress 
has adjourned, 

Bradatreet’'s says: “President Dowd, of the 
Hannibal & St. Joseph Railroad, confirms the re- 


port that the company, failing to make any sat- 
isfactory arrangements with the Chicago, Bur- 
yee & 3 has positively decided to build 

extension to Chicago, and that 
— Pil be begin at once. The route, already 
artly Furveyed, will mot connect with the Wa- 
ash, Dut will be an independent line nortb of 
the IIlinois River, and runnifig through the 
Counties of Adams, Schuyier, Fulton, Peoria, 
Marsnall, La Salle, Grundy, and Kendall. Ali of 
these counties except the tirst and last named 
have larger deposits of bituminous, coal than 
any other counties in the State. It is under- 
stood that at Auburn Station, nine miles out of 
Unicago, the new Hannibal & St. Joseph will 
conneet with che Cnicago & Western Indiana,

The 
movement in outside paper is limited, although 
there is still something doting in choice paper at 
5 per cent, such paper being wanted occasion- 
ally by savings banks and boiders of trust funds. 
The country banks are doing little if anything 
at less than 6 per cent, and the bulk of the 
transactions in general business paper ranges 
from 6 to 7 per cent. At the. clearing-house to- 
day the rate to borrowing banks was steady at 7 
per cent, and New York funds sold at a discount 
of from 20 to 25 cents on $1,000. The gross ex-

The leading produce markets were rather 
slow yesterday and generally weak, though they 
did not show any big decline in prices. There was 
a good deal more stuff on sale than was wanted, 
except perhaps ion corn, but holders did not 
press their property on the market severely 
enough to cause a sharp decline in any direc- 
tion. Wheat and provisions were decidedly 
“soft,” and the crowdsin both seemed surprised 
that there was not a more decided drop in 
prices. 

Provigions were tame and weak. Pork de- 
clined 10@lke, and closed 124%c below the latest 


prices of Friday, at $18.37% bid for May, Lard 
declined 10c, and closed 5c lower than on Friday ‘ 8 


afternoon, at 811.50 asked for May. Short ribs 
declined 7½%½ and closed tame, Liverpool re- 
ported lard to be 3d lower, and 
the local hog ‘market was easier, 
while there were undefined rumors to the 
effect that some one in the trade was embar- 
rassed. The result was a rather heavy pressure 
to sell by local holders, including some packers. 
At the decline there were a few buying orders 
from the rd,and some purehases were 
made on limits beld here, which caused the 
slight reaction noted later. Meats were rather 
active for future delivery, but there was little 
doting for shipment, as far as reported, and 
shippers were supposed to hold off in view of 
the speculative discovery that ribs ought to be 
a good sale, being dearer than pork, while they 
can be made during the summer, which (regular) 
pork cannot. On the afternoon call lard was 
2%c lower. 

Fiour was in rather better dem in small 
lots, but large lots were not wanted, and the 
feeling was generally dull. Exporters were do- 
ing nothing, the foreign markets being already 
so well supplied with American flour as to 
paralyze Engish mills and made it advisable 
for our millers to decrease production. Bran 
and other coarse millstuffs were éasier. : 


Wheat was tame and quite weak. The mar- 


ket advanced &; e on the start, then declined Xo, 
and closed Me below the latest prices of Mon- 
day. London was called dull and heavy, and 
our stock increased about 120,000 bu during last 
week, while the visible supply at all leading 
points estimated to have grown about 
1.000.000 u in the same time under 
liberal receipts at other. cities. Private news 
indicated that the British outlook is much bet- 
ter than a fortnight ago, and the demand there 
slackened in consequence. Our market was 
very weak during tue first hour, with a fair 
volume of business. Then a jocal firm scooped 
in about 800,000 bu at 81. 1K for May, and there 
was & reaction of Ne, after which the market 
sagged back slowly, with very little doe. 
Car-lots ot No. 2 declined %c inj 4ympathy with 
futures, and the lower grades were dull ahd 
easier. 

Corn was generally quiet and relatively firm. 
The market advauced de eariy, then weakered 
no in sympathy with wheat, and closed 
steady at M below the latest prices of Monday, 
at 58% bid for March and n,, for May. Lon- 
don was quoted 3@6d per qr lower, and our 
receipts were large, wtich led some to 
apprehend lower prices; but prominent 
men bonght enough to show their faith in it 
and absorb the offerings of the few weaker- 
kneed ones who wanted to sell early. There was, 
however, only a moderate shipping demand, and 
car-lots were easicr, though not heavy. The 
later feeling in futures was steady, buat the 
market was dull, there being little business 
after about noon. 

Oats opened %@%c higher on an active spec- 
ulativedemand, but soon after broke with corn, 
dropping zone below the latest prices of the 
day previous, the market closing steady at she 
decline. Fresh receipts lagged, being in excess 
of the wants of the trade. The little trading in 
No. 2 spot was at 430, or Me below the closing 
price of Monday. July soid at 48%@43Xc. Sam- 
ples were in good demand at steady prices. 

Kye was fairly active for spot, round lots of 
No. 2 in store selling at 66%c, with March quota- 
ble at Me, April at 664c,and May selling at 
710. Trading in samples was at Monday's prices, 

Barley was quiet, No. 2 being quotable at 800 
in store, and No.3for the month selling in a 
5,000 bu lot at 524%c. April delivery solid at 53c. 
Samples were dull, some going into store. 

The grocery market continues rather quiet 
but steady, and coflgesand yellow sugars are 
quoted strong. Dried fruits were not changed 
in price, and only moderately active. Fisu were 
in good demand and firmer. The lower grades 
of cheese were marked, up being scarce, with an 
active demand for export and from the South. 
Butter was again quoted weak.

PROMISSORY NOTE OF HUSBAND AND WIFE— 
INSOLVENCY AND DISCHARGE OF HUSBAND 
—TIABILITY OF WIFE. . 


A busband and wife gave three promissory 
notes together, and the husband was su uent- 
ly discharged ininsolvent proceedings. Suit was 
brought on the notes, and the husband pleaded 
the discharge. The wife then pleaded with her 
husband that his discharge also discharged his 
and her jointly and severaily. oo 2 was 
rendered aguinst the wife oniy, and she ap- 
peaied. In this case, Aliers vs. For e Court 
of Appeals of Maryland armed the Judgement. 
Judge Miller in the opinion said: We can dis- 
cover no possible reason why tbe discharge of 
ber husband, under the insolvent laws, should 
release her and her property. Her property 
does not pass to his trustee, nor are der rights 
therein in any way affected by his insolvency. 
The statute makes her stand, with respect to the 
obligations signed by her as these are. in the 
same position as any other arty so signing 
them would stand. 1 
has the effect of releasing berff 
security afforded b 2 — name to the obligation 
would be destro the law would practi- 
cally become a dead fetter.” 


DEBT-—STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS-~—PROCEED- 
INGS IN BANKRUPTCY. 

A sued B for a debt, and the defense was made 
that the debt was barred by the statute of Um- 
itations. The plaintiff replied that, as the de- 
fendant had been put into bankruptcy, the 
meaning of the statute bad been suspended. He 
‘had not proved his debt in bankruptcy. The 
trial rt decided in favor of the defendant, 
and the piaintiff carried the case—Doe vs. Ervin 
—to the Supreme Judicial Court of Massachu- 
setts, by whom the judement was affirmed. The 
Chiet Justice, Morton, ig the opinion, said: The 
bankrupt law of the United States does not pro- 
hibit a creditor whose debt bas not been proved 
from bringing an action against the bankrupt; 
it only prevents him from prosecuting his suit to 
final judgment until the bankrupt das had 


zan opportunity to obtain bis discharge.“ 


PAYMENT AS A DEFENSE—PROOF, 


To an account on an account, the defendant 
leaded that be bad paid the demand against 
im.

MUNICIPAL CORPORATION — NEGLIGENCE— 
BRICKS PILED IN STREET. 


A WAS Making an excavation in a street in 
New York for a lawful purpose, and was injured 
by the falling upon him of a pile of bricks which 
hud been put up in a careless manner by con- 
tractors who were taking down a building. The 
only notice the city had of this use of the street 
was through one of its policemen, to whom it 
was pointed out. The streets of that city 
can be used for bullding materials, 
but this use is fixed by regulations prescribing 
the construction of any pile of material under a 
permit. In this case no permit had been grant- 
ed. and the pile was not put up in conformity to 

regulation; and it was not safely constructed. 
The court below Framers the case, Renberg vs. 
the Mayor,etc., of New York, on the ground that 
the city bad no notice of this dangerous obstruc- 
tion in the street, and an appeal was taken. The 
Court of Appeals of New York reversed this 
judgment. The Chief Judge, Andrews, in the 
opiuidn said: “ Notice to the policeman of this 
unlawtul obstruction was, we think, notice to 
the city, and the city is chargeable with any neg- 
lect on his part to make proper observation or 
inquiry, or for any negli pore in percy iting the 
obstruction to exist. ues is not free 
from difficulty, but we * 5 * the opinion that 
the cage oug i to have been submitted to the 
jury. If tne city omitted after reasonable no- 
tice to remove this itacumbrance, and it this in- 
cumbrance was dangerous in fact, and resulted 
ininjury to the pluintiff,. it responsible, al- 
though it had not by actual examination and in- 
spection aseertained its dangerous character.”

Unconstitutional Tariff Taxation.

REPLY. 

This correspondent thinks that he has put 
some hard questions; but it is clear that his 
knowledge of the subject is very superticial. 
He begins with an erroneous assertion. THE 
TRIBUNE n „ maintained that the present 
tariff laws ‘pneonstitumonal.” Some por- 
tions of X. may be, and others not; it all de- 
pends on the purpose for which the tax is levied. 
The Constitution specifies the objects for which 
Congress shall have power to lay und collect 
taxes and duties. It must bo done in order “to 
provide for the common defense and general 
welfare of the United States That is the lau- 
guage of the Constitution itself. But neither 
the common detense por general welfare 
is promoted by Congress’ confiscating the prop- 
erty of one citizen under the taxing power and 


‘giving it as a bounty or gratuity to another un- 


der the preteuse that it is necessary in order to 
„ protect’ nim in carrying on his private busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Eaton has no right to cut in two the sen- 
tence of the Censiitution from which he quotes; 
he must not ston with the word “excises,” but 
must finish the sentence, unless he wants fraud- 
ulently to conceal the intent and meaning of the 
complete sentence, which reads as follows: 

The Congress shali have power to lay and 
collect taxes, duties, imposts, and excises, to 
pay the debts and provide for the comnon defense 
and general welfare of the United States; but 
all duties, imposts, and excises shall be uniform 
tnroughout the United States, 

The purpose of conferring this taxing power 
on Congress is to raise money (b to pay the 
debts of the United States; O to provide for the 
common defense, (3) and the general welfare. 
„Common defense,“ general welfare,” “ pay- 
ing debts,” are the key-notes of these constitu- 
tional limitations of the texing power of Con- 
gress. There is no shadow of authority given 
to levy taxes to enrich special capitalists at the 
expense of the people, which illegal exercise of 
the taxing power is called by the eupboneous, 
but deceptive, name of : protection af Ameri- 
can industry,” when it really means the piunder 
of the industry of dne many for the benefit of 
the few. 

Tne power to reguiale commerce with foreign 
nations and among the several States“ means 
precisely what the language indicutes: It con- 
fers no authority on Congress whatever to con- 
fiscate the commerce. or tax it, and turn the 
proceeds over to favored individuals or private 
enterprises. 

No better form of words than those in Sec. 8 
can be devised to enable Congress to pass tariff 
laws for the purposes therein named, which are 
legitimate, proper, and necessary; but it would 
require very different phraseology to authorize 
Congress to levy duties for the purpose of pro- 
bibiting imports, preventing revenue, and en- 
hancing the cost of goods to consumers, in order 
that certain persons may secure a monopoly of 
the market and exact double pricés for their 
wares; which are the objects of a high protect - 
Ive tariff. 

When the tax power is exercised to 
enue for the Government, it is just 
mate; but, when it is perverted’ fro

vose of a revenue to the grant of a bounty or 


special privilege to a man ora class, if done di- 
rectiy, it is a robbery; if indirectly, it is a fraud 
under forms of law. And, in the language of 
Daniel Webster, * Taxes imposed on the people 
for the sole benefit of one class of men are 
equally inconsistent with the principles of our 
Constitution and with sound judgment.” Or, 
stating the same idea in the language of the 
Supreme Court, delivered in a recént Kansas 
ease: 

Beyond a cayil there can be no lawfal tax 
which is not laid for a public purpose. . To 
lay with one hand the power of the Govern- 
ment on tke property of a citizen, and with the 
other ow it upon favored to aid 
private — 5 n and build up private fort- 
unes, is none because it is dune 
— the torms of the law and is called texa- 

What the Supreme Court here declares cannot 
be legally done is precisely what “ a high pro- 
tective tariff ’’ is intended to accomplish. 

In reply to the last question, it is only neces- 


sary for the members of Congress to exclude the 


thievish lobby who clamor and bribe for “pro- 
tection” bounties at the public expense, and to 
frame tariff-taxesg in accordance with the plain 
letter and intention of the Constitution. If they 

are in any doubt as to that, they can easy in- 
— tne aid of the Supreme Court to ex pound its 
true intent and meaning; but the language of 
Sec. 8 is so clear and obvious that a wayfaring 
man, tho a fool, need not err in regard thereto,

THE NEW TARIFF ACT. 


Its Ups and Downs and Simplifications. 

(New York Tribune.]—From the outset tne 
bill of the commission bas been stronger out of 
Congress and even in Congress than any other 
which it was possible to frame. It contained 
numerous errors, due to the lack of time for 
preparation, which the Commissioners them- 
selves aided the two Houses of Congress to cor- 
rect. A large proportion of the changes that 
bave been made in the form of enumerations or 
in rates have been corrections of this nature. 
But there are very few members of either 
House, we suspect, who are aware how large a 
part of the bill that bas been passed was in 
every letter the work of the comaesion. There 
bas been so much conflict of opinion about a 
few important departures from its plan that the 
substantial identity of the great part of the bill 
now pessed with the one reported by the com- 
mission bas been generally lost sightof. For 
public information a careful eXaminaton has 
been deemed worth while, 

The first and greatest merit of the Tariff Com- 
mission's bill was judged to be its simplification 
of the tariff, its removal of those ambiguities 
which had caused countiess vexatious and costly 
disputes. Now the bill that has been passed em- 
braces 681 distinct articles or classifications, not 
including the free list. Of these 524 have been 
taken, word for word, from the bill reported by 
the commission; and much more than half of 
the remainder are mere additions of tnfimg 
articles by name which the commission for 
brevity’s sake bad judged it sufficient to ineilude 
under general clauses, or which bad been inad- 
yertently overiooked. In order to render vex- 
atious uncertainty still less probable, Congress 
bas chosen to insert the names epecifically with 
the appropriate duty. lo another and smaller 
ciass of cases, however, Congress preferred 
to retain the present classiticationa, hold 
that legal decisions had now sufficiently remov 
the danger of ambiguity. In a third and still 
smaller class of cases, the object of the majority 
was to secure a greater or less reduction of duty 
than bad been recommended, and these, prob- 
ably less than twenty-five in number, were 
mainly in the cotton, woolen goods, or iron 
and steel schedules, over which there has been 
so much struggle. 

Next, as to rates, in about two-thirds of the 
631 specifications—namely, in 409 in all the act 
passed retains precisely the rate proposed boy 
tne commission. In over fifty cases more sub- 
Stantinlly the same rate is retained for articles 
now named which the commission had inciuded 
under general clauses. Thus there remain in 
all about 170 departures from the rates pro- 
posed by the commission, and many of these 
ure small. Lower duties are fixed in ninety- 
eightc higher duties in forty-six cases, and in 
about twenty-six cases it does not appear 
whether the chaoges are upward or downward. 


| Thus it will be seen that the act departs in a 


surorisingly small proportion of specifications 
from the rates proposed by the commission, 
either to secure less reduction thao it proposed, 
or even to secure greater reduction, but that the 
large majority of departures were toward lower 
rates. Most ofthese were made by the free- 
trade Democrats of the Senate, with the aid of 
a few Republicans. And yet, after having done 
their utmost to defeat the passage of the bill 
by making it dangerous to industrs, and there- 
fore unacceptabie to Republicans, they not only 
voted against it, but resorted to indecent H- 
bustering to defeat it. If these Democrats bad 
been able to prevent, the country would bave 
had no reduction of taxes from the Forty-sev- 
enth Congress. 

Higber rates than the commission proposed 
have been nxed in ten cases under chemicals, 
eight under earthen and glass ware, four uoder 
iron and steel and five among other metals, tive 
under liquors (and these, mainly champagnes, 
are also advanced from the present law), five 
under cottons, and tive under sundries. Lower 
rates than the commission proposed have been 
fixed in twenty-one cases under chemicals, 
thirty-seven under iron and steel and four 
under other metals, seven under sugar, eight 
under provisions, nine under wool and woolens, 
and eight under sundries. The preponderance 
of reductions in the iron and steel secdon marks 
the special hostility of the Democrats to that 
great iodustry, and explains the unwilling- 
ness of some Republicans to vote with their 
associat The time has now’ passed for 
those heated predictions of overwhelming dis- 
aster which were not unnaturally made by 
some who feared that the bill bad gone too 
far toward reduction for the public safety.. The 
country does not need to be alarmed. It would 
be better tha, the sturdy men of all industries 
should now set themselves bravely to overcome 
as tar as they can any dangers to which Demo- 
cratic free-traders have exposed the country, 
and meanwhile to rejoice that ia spite ot them 
the work of a Republican Tarit? Commission has 
been so far carried out by the Republican ma- 
jority in Congress. Itis not unlikely that the 
pernicious character of some Dermovratic de- 
1 from the plan of the commission will 

come so apparent before another session of 
Congress that the Democrats themselves will 
not dare to refuse amendments. On the other 
hand, the good effect of the general provisions 
and tenor of the measure may be so great that, 
in not a few cases, changes which meu now view 
with dread may prove harmless.

His 
father, Elijah 8. Boynton, wasa native of the 
State of Vermont, who early came South and 
was one of the first settlers of Henry County. 

Mr. Boynton's 
mother, whose maiden name was Elizabeth Mof- 
fet, came from a South Carolina family and was 
of French extraction. James was the seventh 
son and eleventh child. His opportunities as a 
boy were of the most meagre Gescription. His 
parents, though in fair circumstances, were 
never wealthy. His only education was that de- 
rived from the old field school. He studied law, 
entered at the bar, built up a good practice, 
served as Cotonel in the War, resumed. his pro- 
fession. and was elected to the present Legisia- 
ture. of which body be was made President.

The Independent Party—A Meet- 
ing to Be Held Friday. 


Views of Some of the Committeemen— 
The Ward Clubs. 


Prepariug for the Organization of the 
Independent Party. 

The meeting of citizens held at Fairbank Hall 
last week to take measures to organize some 
movement looking towards the selection of can- 
didates tor the coming municipal election left 
it in the hands of its Chairman, Mr. J. M. Roun- 
tree, to appoint a committee of fifteen to pre- 
pare a plan of organization and draw up a pilat- 
form. The committee has been appointed, and 
cansists of J. P. Rumsey, P. G. Dodge, Clinton 
Briggs, A. C. Bartlett, J. H. S. Quick, Peter 
Schuttier, W. H. Condon, I. N. Stiles, J. J. Bry- 

ant, 8. G. Barter, C. H. Adams, A. H. Burley, 
William Fioto, C. H. McCormick Jr., and Red- 
mond Prindiville. 

This committee met night before last at Mr. 
— tad office and appointed a sub-committee, 
consist of Messra, Bartlett, Condon, Stiles, 
Bryant, Burley. and MeCormick. it has been 
determined to hold the next meeting and report 
Friday night at Apotlo Halil. The committee has 
not yet decided on the platform nor the.candi- 
dates it will present. There is a question 
whether it will deciare for bigh license simply. 
or tor a $500 license, or for a division of $500 ana 
$250 between beer and whisky saloous. The 
sentiment, however, seems to be general chat by 
declaring simply for raising the license fee the 
issue will not be sufiiciently detinit. On the 
other hand, it is feared that to make the issue 
on $500 Will frighten and and entirely alienate 
the foreign vote. Among the candidates con- 
sidered in the committee for nomination for 
Mayor are A. F. Seeberger, I. N. Stiles, and 
Clinton Briggs. 

MR. W. H. CONDON, 

one of the members of the sub-committee, was 
seen by a reporter and asked what was the out- 
look. “Splendid,” said he. “Il never saw such 
an opportunity. It would be the most disgrace- 
ful thing possibie tor it to fail. Everybody 
seems to be in fuvor of it. The time seems ripe 
for just sucha movement. Men meet me on 
the street every day and stop me to pledge their 
support—men who have always hitherto voted 
the Democratic ticket.” 

Mr. Condon. mentioned as One great source of 
encouragement the fact that so many of the 
business associations, like the Commercial Club, 
the Lumbermen’s Exchange, and others have 
deciared in favor of high license, which prioci- 
pie Will the main plank in the plat- 
form of the Independent party. An- 
other very encouraging feature that he 
mentioned is the present posinon 
of the Irish on the temperance question. It is 
now but a few months since this agitation com- 
menced. It was immediately received with fa- 
vor. Bishop Ireland's lecture aided the tmpetus, 
and now the majority of the parisbes have one 
ormore societies. In addition to this there is 
the new movement started by Father Hayes— 
the League of the Cross—whose members are 
pledged not to drink in saloons,and only to 
drink wine end beer on any occasion. * Now.” 
said Mr. Condon, after he had sketched these 
movements, “every parish will soon have its 
teinperance society, and I should not be sur- 
prised if before election there were 10.000 Irish 
Catholics who had signed some temperance 

pledge. You see the result ofthis. Every man 
wee does this becomes an evemy of the saloons, 
and so in favor of high li¢ense, and so opposed 
to Harrison.” 


GEN. I. N. STILES, 


another member of the sub-committee, was 
also much encouraged at the outlook. The time 
seemed so propitious for a change of adminis- 
tration of city affairs that in his opinion almost 
any decent man would be able to — the duy 
against Harrison. The General was asked what 
stand be thought the new party should take io 
the matter of bigh license. He was in favor of 
largely increasing the fee, although he was not 
prepared to say what the sum should be. He 
thought it meht, however, that the saloons, 
which were a source of much police expense to 
the city, should be taxed more thaa other inter- 
ests. For this reason also he was in favor of 
grading the fee. maxing it greater for saloons 
which sell spirits than those which only dispense 
wine and beer, on the ground that the former 
Class caused the most trouble.

another member of the committee, said that in 
his opinion any one could see mat the city is 
very badiy governed, and that all that is ab- 
solutely necessary is that the facts should be 
set before the peopie, when there would be no 
reason to doubt the success of the move. Of 
course the high-license question was the main 
one, and since the Oouocil tixes the figure of 
this, Mr. r hoped that the new party would 
pay as careful attention to the selection of the 
Aldermen as of the other city ofliciais. 
Mr. Bryant was not prepare to say 
what figure it would be best to put the license 
fee at, and even did not know but it would be as 
well to leave that undetermined until after the 
election, but be was in favor of a system of at 
least two grades, charging more fora license to 
sell spirits than for one to deal in beer and wine.
